Construction  of  the  sewage  collection  and  treatment  improvements 
during  calendar  year  1 977,  saw  the  essential  completion  of  sewer  con- 
struction and  about  50%  completion  of  the  treatment  plant  and  pump- 
ing station.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ROAD  AGENT 

During  the  winter  months  we  plowed  snow,  salted  and  sanded  all 
Town  roads.  With  the  coming  of  spring,  gravel  was  hauled  and  roads 
were  graded  and  cold  patched.  Culverts  were  put  in  on  the  Burrough 
Road,  Meany  Road  and  in  Hidden  Valley;  Burma  Road  >was  graded, 
as  was  the  Hackett  Swamp  Road,  Meany  Road,  and  the  Dunn  Road. 
Cleaned  ditches  and  graveled  Unity  Road.  Hot  top  was  applied  to  the 
American  Optical  Road  and  Hemlock.  672  tons  of  sand  were  used 
and  892  tons  of  cold  patch  for  repair  of  Town  roads. 

On  the  $25,000  appropriation  we  oiled  Calavant  Road,  Hemlock 
Road  from  the  Hill  boys  to  the  Acworth  line  and  West  Street  was 
oiled  and  repaired.  Dell  Street  was  oiled  and  repaired  and  hot  top 
was  applied  to  Crown  Point  Heights,  Putnam  Road  and  the  Old 
Stage  Road  in  South  Charlestown.  2,440  tons  of  hot  top  and  14,716 
gallons  of  oil  were  used. 

On  the  TRA  project  we  widened  and  repaired  washout  on  Morning- 
side  Lane  to  Unity  Road  by  Dierks  and  worked  on  the  Acworth  Road 
and  the  Hackett  Swamp  Road  to  the  Acworth  Road.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  -  1977 

1977  was  another  very  active  year  for  this  Department. 

A  total  of  489  summons  vv^ere  issued  for  various  criminal  and 
motor  vehicle  violations.  Arrests  were  95,  20  of  these  were  for 
operating  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  beverage.  The  remain- 
ing were  for  various  other  acts. 

There  were  85  criminal  acts  reported  to  this  Department,  ranging 
from  assaults,  criminal  mischief  and  threatening,  burglaries,  thefts, 
issuing  bad  checks  and  harrassments.  56  acts  found  guilty  in  court, 
remaining  disposed  of  by  other  means. 

Under  "Other  Services  Rendered"  which  includes  taking  finger- 
prints, services  to  insurance  companies,  family  services,  escorts  for 
funerals,  etc.,  delivering  emergency  messages,  helping  depressed  per- 
sons, checking  VIN  numbers  for  registration  purposes  and  assisting 
other  police  departments,  this  Department  performed  968  of  these 
services. 

Security  checks  on  public  buildings  and  businesses  totaled  11,562. 
Private  homes  checked  for  people  on  vacation,  hospitalized,  etc., 
totaled  1,809. 

There  were  a  total  of  857  complaints  called  into  or  made  in  person, 
these  were  disposed  of  by  various  means. 

Dog  complaints  called  to  the  Department  for  the  year  were  215. 
The  Department  responded  to  79  accidents  which  had  personal  injury 
and  property  damage. 

There  were  83  persons  aided  by  this  Department,  due  to  accidents, 
illnesses  and  other  injuries  sustained. 

The  Department  responded  to  74  alarms,  these  were  to  various 
businesses  and  private  buildings  with  alarm  systems  installed. 

Juvenile  activity  was  moderate  this  year.  There  were  26  cases, 
14  disposed  of  in  court  action,   12  disposed  of  by  other  means. 

Along  with  the  summons  issued  this  year,  there  were  240  warnings 
and  checkups  issued,  these  were  for  various  violations;  speed,  yellow 
line,  stop  signs,  yield  signs,  defective  equipment,  inspections,  etc.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHARLESTOWN  PLANNING  BOARD 

This  was  the  first  year  of  an  elected  planning  board.  The  Board 
continues  to  meet  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  each  month. 

The  Town  subdivision  regulations,  site  plan  ordinance,  building 
permit  ordinance  and  zoning  ordinance  were  consolidated  into  one 
document  and,  after  hearings,  printed  for  general  use.  The  Board  is 
striving  to  operate  on  a  pay-as-you-go  basis  using  funds  received  from 
sale  of  regulations  ($2  each),  permit  applications  and  sub-division  fees 
to  defray  operating  costs.  The  Board  started  the  year  with  a  deficit 
of  some  $700  needed  for  the  printing  of  last  year's  zoning  ordinance. 
This  year's  income  was  $226.60. 

There  were  several  meetings  with  the  Highway  Advisory  Committee 
to  establish  procedures  for  road  inspection  and  acceptance.  The 
Conservation  Commission  met  with  the  Board  on  several  occasions 
to  discuss  land  proposed  for  development  and  tree  cutting  on  scenic 
roads. 

13  major  and  minor  subdivisions  were  reviewed  and  approved  and 
8  site  plan  reviews  were  made. 

A  recommendation  was  made  to  various  town  boards  and  commit- 
tees including  the  Selectmen  to  acquire  watershed  land  and  a  warrant 
article  proposed  to  raise  funds  for  study  of  the  Charlestown  water 
supply  requirements.

During  1977,  I  have  issued  building  permits  for  45  mobile  homes, 
20  single  family  homes,  and  22  other  permits  for  sheds,  additions  and 
pools.    The  45  mobile  home  permits  does  not  mean  that  we  have  45 
more  mobile  homes  in  Town,  because  some  people  moved  away  and 
others  are  replacements. 

It  is  still  nice  to  have  people  call  to  find  out  if  they  need  a  permit 
for  some  work  on  their  home,  and  to  have  them  ask  questions  about 
Site  Plan  Review,  regulations  and  other  questions  about  zoning.  It 
shows  that  people  want  to  obey  the  laws. 

I  wish  to  thank  Leonard  Gray  for  being  my  Deputy;  Mary  Gray  and 
Eleanor  Streeter  for  doing  secretarial  work  and  answering  questions 
in  the  office.  I  also  wish  to  thank  the  Planning  Board,  Zoning  Board 
of  Adjustment  and  the  Selectmen  for  always  having  the  time  to 
listen  to  me  when  I  have  questions  I  need  help  to  answer.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  HEALTH  OFFICER  -  1977 

The  Town  landfill  continued  to  run  without  any  public  health 
problems  with  rodents  and  other  nuisances.  Please  understand  that 
the  intentional  or  careless  discard  of  dead  animals,  whole  or  in  part, 
is  a  violation  of  RSA  147:23  to  29.  Violators  will  be  prosecuted  to 
the  full  extent  of  the  law. 

The  swimming  pool  staff  continued  their  fine  work  of  sampling  and 
testing  the  Town  pool  water  for  pH  and  chlorine  residual.  Many  Town 
residents  that  have  their  own  pools  mentioned  they  had  a  better 
understanding  of  chlorine  chemistry  after  reading  last  year's  Health 
Officer  Report. 

Several  resident  home  inspections  were  made  to  comply  with  the 
State  of  N.H.  Health  and  Welfare  Child-Caring  Agency  I  Licenses  (RSA 
170:4). 

Very  few  complaints  about  overflowing  septic  systems  were  made 
during  the  year.  Many  people  with  potential  problems  followed  last 
year's  suggestion  of  flushing  a  yeast  cake  or  two  into  their  system 
to  keep  it  "biologically  working".  Others  had  their  tanks  emptied 
and/or  put  in  dry  wells  for  washing  machine  water  which  may  kill 
organisms  that  help  a  septic  system  work  correctly.  There  is  no  septic 
system  that  works  indefinitely  -  either  they  become  old  and  collapse 
or  the  soil  around  the  area  absorbs  to  its  full  capacity  unless  drainage 
is  exceptional. 

Although  not  a  Health  Officer's  line  of  duty,  there  were  three 
Scouts  that  received  merit  badges  this  year  -  David  Beaudry  earned 
them  in  Environmental  Science  and  Public  Health.  George  and  Eddie 
O'Clair  each  earned  one  in  Environmental  Science.  It  was  a  pleasure 
to  be  their  teacher-counselor.  Other  teaching  activities  included  being 
a  resource  person  for  the  Fall  Mountain  Regional  Schools  to  give  slide 
talk  shows  about  water  and  wastewater  and  the  proper  care  and  use 
of  the  microscope.     Our  young  people  respond  to  this  very  well. 

At  no  cost  to  the  Town  a  three  day  school  was  attended  in  Lisbon, 
N.H.  to  gain  a  Grade  I  Certificate  for  Wastewater  Anaylsis  Laboratory 
Procedures  and  Safety.  The  emphasis  was  on  Facultative  Waste  Treat- 
ment Ponds  and  Chlorine  Handling  and  Safety.  This  was  run  by  N.H. 
and  the  New  England  Wastewater  Institute. 

At  no  cost  to  the  Town  a  N.H.  Water  Commissioner's  Meeting 
was  attended  in  Concord  at  the  Water  Supply  &  Pollution  Control 
Commission  BIdg.  Many  State,  City,  Town  and  Village  Water  Depart- 
ment and  interested  citizens  were  in  attendance  to  hear  why  the 
State  plans  to  close  all  open  surface  reservoirs  used  for  drinking  pur- 
poses. It  will  be  done  over  a  5  to  7  year  period  depending  on  the  pop- 
ulation of  the  municipality.  The  reason  for  this  plan  '«;  because  many 
municipalities  (and  In  some  cases  whole  counties)  "^^g  lost  control 
over  their  watershed.     In  the  future  we  will  come  to  know  that  no

iVIires,  M.D.,  MPH  also  talked  at  length  about  severe  diarrhea  out- 
breaks caused  by  an  amoeboid  protozoan  called  Giardia  lamblia  which 
causes  Gladisis.  Endemic  outbreaks  have  occurred  in  Berlin,  N.H., 
Rome,  N.Y.,  Camas,  Washington,  and  some  other  areas  only  in  the 
Northern  tier  of  the  country.  Health  Officers  are  being  kept  abreast 
of  any  developments  through  the  State  of  N.H.  Communicable  Disease 
Monthly  Report  and  this  Health  Officer  has  studied  the  symptoma- 
tology and  laboratory  procedure  required  to  isolate  and  identify  the 
organism. 

North  Charlestown  drinking  water  continues  to  be  of  excellent 
quality.  The  Charlestown  reservoir  and  well  water  are  chlorinated  to 
kill  the  intestinal  bacteria  which  contaminated  the  system.  The  well 
problem  became  acute  in  the  late  summer  -  early  fall  of  the  year. 
Although  many  of  us  knew  the  problem  was  with  us  for  some  time, 
the  State  could  not  move  until  they  proved  we  had  a  problem.  The 
Board  of  Health  will  be  pleased  to  advise  inquirers  about  our  water 
situation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FALL  MOUNTAIN 
VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

In  1977  the  Fall  Mountain  Visiting  Nurse  Association  provided  a 
total  of  3849  units  of  service  (nursing,  occupational  therapy,  home 
health  aide  care  and  clinic  services)  to  the  five-town  area  of  Charles- 
town,  Acworth,  Alstead,  Langdon  and  North  Walpole.  This  was  a 
17%  increase  over  services  provided  in  1976. 

Charlestown,  which  has  59%  of  the  total  population,  received  2374 
units  of  service,  or  61.7%  of  the  total  provided. 

The  cost  to  the  VN  A  for  services  in  1977  was  up  by  9%.  This  means 
an  increase  in  the  tax  appropriation  is  necessary  if  services  are  not  to 
be  reduced  in  1 978.  The  Agency  is  requesting  an  increase  of  5%  from 
each  town,  which  would  raise  Charlestown's  1977  appropriation  from 
$10,500  to  $11,025.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  additional  increase  in 
expenses  can  be  met  through  the  completion  of  a  two-part  fund  drive 
that  was  begun  in  November  1977. 

It  is  likely  that  requests  for  VNA  services  will  continue  to  increase 
in  1978.  Medicare,  Medicaid  and  other  insurance  reimbursers  are 
looking  for  less  expensive  alternatives  to  hospitalization  and  nursing 
home  care.  The  VNA  often  is  able  to  provide  the  professional  and 
homemaking  services  that  otherwise  would  necessitate  institutional 
care  for  a  patient.  Home  care  not  only  is  less  expensive,  it  means  a 
better  satisfied  patient  and  frequently  a  more  rapid  convalescence  and 
recovery.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

During  1977,  we  were  able  to  exercise  the  option  on  the  Clay 
Brook  Nature  Trail  land,  consisting  of  approximately  thirty  acres,  for 
$8,000.00.  We  felt  it  necessary  to  have  the  land  surveyed  to  estab- 
lish definite  bounds.  This  land  acquisition  also  made  it  possible  to 
have  a  larger  parking  lot  at  the  fire  station. 

The  Town  is  fortunate  to  have  an  area  within  walking  distance 
of  the  village,  providing  such  a  varied  terrain  including  high  ground, 
flood  plain  and  streams  showing  examples  of  both  erosion  and  natur- 
ally protected  banks.  The  whole  area  has  a  wide  variety  of  trees, 
shrubs,  and  wlldflowers  providing  excellent  habitat  for  wildlife.  Infor- 
mational guides  will  be  available  at  the  Town  Clerk's  Office. 

Once  again,  the  first  Saturday  in  May  was  set  aside  as  Green-Up- 
Day.  Many  truckloads  of  roadside  trash  was  collected  and  taken  to 
the  landfill  by  the  willing  workers.  The  Conservation  Commission 
would  like  to  express  its  appreciaiton  for  the  very  willing  cooperation 
of  the  local  organizations  and  Townspeople  who  make  this  a  success- 
ful project  each  year. 

During  the  year  we  have  participated  in  several  hearings  held  by  the 
Planning  Board  pertaining  to  development  along  Scenic  Roads. 

Numerous  Dredge  and  Fill  requests  were  reviewed.
